N ew Y o r k , August 29.—The Com­ 
mittee of Plymouth Church submitted 
its report in the Beecher ease last 
night. 
It was read in the presence of 
over 3,000 people. It was signed by 
each of the committee and received 
with great enthusiasm. 
I t fully ac­ 
quits him of every charge made by 
Tilton, and denounce Tilton 
and 
Moulton as conspirators for the ruin 
of Beecher’s name. 
After reading tbo report, it was 
adopted with a unanimous shout, and 
a scene of the greatest enthusiasm fol­ 
lowed. 
Moulton was present, and 
during a speech by Mr. Raymond, 
who was called on, and who spoke of 
Moulton as having tried to poison the 
minds of men against Beecher, the 
“ mutual friend ” rose to his feet and 
shouted excitedly, “ You are a liar, 
sir.” Great excitement followed, ami 
there were loud cries of “Put him out! 
Put him out!” 
“For shame!” Moul­ 
ton rose to his feet and shouted, “ I 
dare any of you to put me out!” 
The 
following 
resolutions 
were 
unanimously adopted: 
Resolved, That the evidence before 
the Examining Committee not only 
does not afford any foundation for put­ 
ting Hie pastor of this Church—11. W. 
Beecher—upon trial; but, on the con­ 
trary, establishes to the perfect satis­ 
faction of this Church, his entire and 
absolute innocence and personal pur­ 
ity with respect to all charges now or 
hereafter made bv Theodore Tilton. 
Resolved, That our confidence in 
and love for our pastor, far from being 
diminished, are heightened and deep­ 
ened by the 
unmerited sufferings 
which he has so long borne, and that 
we welcome him with a sympathy 
more than tender and a trust more 
unbounded than we ever felt before, 
to his public labors among us; to our 
Church, our families, our homes and 
our hearts. 
At the close of the meeting a dox- 
ology was sung, and the people began 
to disperse. Moulton, who occupied a 
seat at the reporter’s table, was hus­ 
tled considerably on the way out, and 
there were indications that, had he 
not been protected ny the police, vio­ 
lence would have been offered him. 
Upon reaching the door lie was hur­ 
ried to a carriage, and with a police­ 
man on eacli side of the seat was 
driven rapidly away and the people 
dispersed.

CITY AND COUNTY OFFICIAL PAPER. 


SUNDAY................AUGUST 30, 1874. 


T h e people of San Francisco are 
quarreling over wood and stone pave­ 
m ents. Tlie people of Los A ngeles 
would delight in an opportunity to 
quarrel over any kind of pavem ent. 
On Wednesday next we shall elect a 
Supervisor for District No. 1. There 
seems to be but one candidate Mr. 
G a b r ie i. A l l e n , in the field, and as 
he is an excellent man and one of our 
first citizens, he will most likely be 
elected. 


A r iz o n a is running four candidates 
for Delegate to Congress, but not one 
of the party is the nominee of the 
Democrats or Republicans. In that 
Territory aspirants for oflice are not 
impressed with the power of party or 
the importance of party nomination. 


T h e Pennsylvania Republicans, in 
State Convention assembled, almost 
unanimously voted down a resolution 
endorsing G r a n t for a third term. 
When the fact was reported to the 
President, he smiled a sad but confi­ 
dent smile, which implied that he 
would find means to reconcile his re­ 
bellious children. 


Mr. W. B. C a l d w e l l left this city 
yesterday for the Panamint Mines. 
He is largely interested in the cele­ 
brated “Wonder” mine, on which a 
mill is now being erected and which 
yields ore richer than the old Com­ 
stock. Mr. C a l d w e l l is an old miner 
and as he knows a mine when lie sees 
it we may expect some valuable infor­ 
mation from Panamint dn his return, 
which will be in about three weeks. 


Wines. 
Genuine port wine is astringent and 
a little rough, because of the husks 
with which it is colored. The husk is, 
however, capable of communicating 
very little color; when the red is deep 
it is artificial. A deep red color is 
never desirable. Brandied port wines 
are always of an inferior quality. 
Sliipess are sometimes forced to mix 
them with brandy to prevent them 
from spoiling on the voyage, but this 
always destroys the excellent flavor 
they possess. Solomon says, “ look 
not upon the wine when it moveth 
Pself in the cup.” “ His head was 
level.” Fermenting wine has always 
been a sickening dose. We doubt if 
any wine is sufficiently matured to be 
a healthy beverage under four years 
old. Our citizens have materially1 
damaged the reputation of California 
wines by pushing them into market 
too early. 


Platinum. 
Platinum received its name in 
Peru, and is so called because it resem­ 
bles silver. Platinum in Persian lan­ 
guage means “little silver.” It is al­ 
ways known from other metals by its 
superior weight, it being the heaviest 
body in nature. It can be applied to 
many important uses, from the fact 
that it unites the indistructibility of 
gold, with the hardness of iron. It 
resists the action of fire to a great de­ 
gree, also the most concentrated acids. 
Copper can be coated with it, with as 
much ease as the common operation 
of tining. Its high value prevents its 
common use, it is not so valuable as 
gold but worth five times as much as 
silver. The alloy of platinum and 
steel takes a fine polish, and will not 
tarnish,{and therefore.well adapted for 
mirrors. It is well adapted to the 
manufacture of rings and chains, be­ 
cause it has the property of .being 
welded like iron and possess great du­ 
rability. It is found in considerable 
quantities in Siberia. 


A Way to Procure Water. 
Every day the water question grows 
in magnitude and importance, and 
every day affords evidence that we are 
gradually approaching a solution of 
the problem. Our people are learning 
that with water the Los Angeles val­ 
ley is the most productive spot in the 
world, and that without water we can­ 
not couut on regular crops. Day by; 
day our people are acquiring informa­ 
tion to the efiect that the water is here 
now, near at hand and easily7 reached, 
and the only point to study7 is lipw to 
raise and utilize the indispensible ar­ 
ticle. Within the city limits, a sys­ 
tematic saving and using of the water 
owned by the corporation is neither 
understood nor practiced. More water 
is lost by sipeage and evaporation 
than is consumed in irrigation. 
Ditches are expensive and destructive. 
By-and-bye we shall lay down pipes 
and build vast reservoirs, by7 which 
much loss will be prevented, personal 
difficulties avoided, aud water secured 
for the irrigation of a broader area 
than is now accommodated. In the 
country, the farmers are finding and 
saving water. Artesian wells are the 
favorite, but they are not found in 
every locality. In many places where 
the water is near the surface, wind and 
horse power suffice to raise the requisite 
amount; in some instances the steam 
engine is brought into use, but so far 
as we have been able to learn, the 
Wilcox Lifter lias proven the most ef­ 
ficient and at the same time the cheap­ 
est to operate that lias yet been 
introduced in this valley. Some 
three months ago, the H e r a l d 
published an editorial explaining the 
pow er and availability of the W ilcox 
machine. There were then but one or 
two of these lifters in Los Angeles 
county. There are now twelve or 


fourteen. In each instance where one 
is used, the most perfect satisfaction 
is given. We do not care to advertise 
an article gratis, but our conviction 
that these machines are the most 
available water raisers, and will in 
time come into general use, impeU us 
to call the attention of the H e r a l d ’s 
readers to them. They are simple in 
construction, and consist of only a 
boiler and the requisite amount of 
pipe. There ¡9 no engine, and a boy 
can run the machine without risk or 
danger. Mr. W e id , who has been 
operating one of the lifters for some 
months, says the cost for fuel, when 
lifting twelve thousand gallons of 
water per hour, does not exceed fifty 
cents per day. The inventor of these 
lifters, Mr. W ilco x, resides in tían 
Francisco, and will visit thircity in a 
few weeks, when he will take pleasure 
in giving information relative to the 
lifter. Mr. W. T. C l a p p , the local 
agent for the county, may be reached 
through the Postoffice of this city7. 


A Pleasing Verdict. 
We are rather pleased with the ver­ 
dict of the Church Committee in the 
case of B e e c h e r . It is an ingenious 
document, and encourages the belief 
that the human intellect is growing 
more acutely cunning, more incom­ 
prehensibly subtle, and more unfath- 
omably analytical, as the sciences are 
unfolded and intelligence expands. 
There was a time when a committee 
of simple - minded, Bible - reading 
churchmen would have found the 
masses of evidence, conflicting and af­ 
flicting, which the case of H e n r y and 
E l iz a b e t h poured around and over 
the wise men of Plymouth Church, a 
little puzzling to the understanding 
and something harassing to the con­ 
science, but that period closed with 
the witch burnings and learned ser­ 
mons of Cotton M a t h e r , and we are 
now fairly launched in an era when 
men and women, judges and jurors, 
sect and secular, all persuade them­ 
selves to believe that which they wish 
despite and in defiance of proof to the 
contrary. If we so elect, the worst 
case, the darkest suspicion, the strong­ 
est evidence, the most damaging ap­ 
pearances, are subjected to the intel­ 
lectual scalpel, and behold, the aspect 
changes; the ugly features are dex­ 
trously cut away: seemingly fatal 
wounds are suddenly healed, and sin 
and crime are washed away in a flood 
of ink and eloquence. What a won­ 
derful being is man, and how convinc­ 
ingly he reasons in the way he wishes 
to go. If we progress intellectually as 
rapidly as we are now moving for a 
century longer, we shall be able to be­ 
lieve just what we desire to believe, 
despite what others may choose to be­ 
lieve. Mark the convincing power of 
self-argument: These good men of 
Plymouth Church not only persuade 
themselves that Mr. B e e c h e r is in­ 
nocent of every charge urged against 
him, but they instantly convince three 
thousand people that what they have 
argued themselves into believing is 
the correct thing for everybody 
to believe. 
There may be a 
few million persons of low men­ 
tal calibre who will demur and 
wonder why so much was admitted, if 
nothing transpired; but their opinion 
amounts to nothing. The Churchmen 
have spoken, and with their verdict 
before us, we feel constrained to say 
that the man or woman who will not 
shout over H e n r y ’s acquittal and re­ 
joice in the fact that E l iz a b e t h ’s 
reputation is sustained, is one of those 
unfortunate beings who has not 
moved as rapidly up the intellectual 
incline as those more refined and 
christianized brethren and sisters who 
worsliip in the Temple hewn from the 
rock on which the Mayflower grated 
her prow. For H e n r y 's sake, for 
E l iz a b e t h ’s sake, for T h e o d o r e's 
sake, for the children’s sake, for the 
Christian’s sake, and for our own 
sake, we rejoice in the acquittal of 
Mr. B e e c h e r . We have always 
thought him a wise man; we live in 
the hope of persuading ourselves 
that he is a man with a loving 
heart and a guileless mind. We have 
always believed that mind would tri­ 
umph over matter, and we rejoice that 
this small matter affecting H e n r y 
and E l iz a b e t h has entirely suc­ 
cumbed to mind. 


A Leaf from the Diary of 
an Old School 


Teacher. 
1 am an old man now, and the recol­ 
lections of the school-room, which as 
a careful cultivator of the little flow­ 
ers that grew and smelt so sweet un­ 
der my pedagogical care, was my de­ 
light, will now and then with memo­ 
ry’s aid, flash through the glass of 
time and make my old heart thump 
with gladness at the good that in the 
past I’ve done. One of these grati­ 
fying reminiscences is this: 
The old school clock had struck the 
matin hour of nine. The children 
were gathering to their daily tasks of 
books. Five minutes after the roll 
was being called, a little ragged 
boy, whose face and hands were all 
but clean, who had not been at school 
for many days, responded “ present” 
to his name. When the “roll calling” 
was done, I summoned the little boy 
to my desk, as was the custom of the 
school, and asked him why from 
school he had been away so many 
days. The little fellow was a senti­ 
mental one, and with feeling said:

SANTA MONICA 
has grown since wo left; we were made 
aware of the fact by finding a tent 
placed directly in front of the Double 
Cliff House.

No person m ust, on the day of 
election, w ithin one hundred feet of tho poll­ 
ing place, request another person to exhibit or 
disclose the contents of any ticket or ballot 
w hich such other person intends louse in vot­ 
ing.S ec. 1106. No ballot m ust be used at an 
election, or circulated on Lhe day of any elec­ 
tion, lias ing any m ark or thing on the back 
or outside thereof w hereby it m ight be distin­ 
guished from any other ballot legally used on 
the sam e day. 
S ec, 1197. No ballot or tick et m ust be used 
or circulated on the day of any election hav­ 
ing nny m ark or thing thereon by or from 
w hich it can he ascertained w hat person, or 
w hat class of persons used or voted it, or at 
w hat tim e in tlie day such ballot w as voted or 
used. 

Every ticket, w hen used as a hal­ 
lo !,m ust lie folded crosswise from the center, 
and as follows: if tw elve inches long, lour 
tim es; if eighteen inches long, live tim es,an d 
if tw enty-four inches long, five lim es, and 
m ust b" pressed flat. 
S ec. 1199. No ticket m usí lio folded in a 
m an n er to indicate its contents w hen used as 
a ballot.
